A courier from St. Petersburg arrived at 
Constantinople with a document from which 
we extract. 

The Emperor, my master, has informed 


rile that Prince Menschikoff was obliged 
quit Constantinople, after a stay there of 
three months, without having been able to 
obtain the guarantees which he demanded 
for the rights nnd privileges of the Greek 
church. The Emperor consider* the refus¬ 
al of the Porte as a complete want of con¬ 
sideration, as an affront offered to his person. 
He arproves completely of the conduct of his 
embassador. In his solicitude for the pres¬ 
ervation of the Ottomnu Empire, lie recom¬ 
mends the Porte to reflect once more on the 
disastrous consequences of its refusal, the 
whole responsibility of which must rest on 
it, and lie accords it for the purpose, a fiunl 
delay of eight days. At the expiration of 
that period the Russian troops will cross the 
frontiers, not to wage war, but to obtain 
from the Sultan the concessions which he 
has refused to accord by the way of a friendly 
arrangement. 

Letters speak as follows: 

“ The Turks are concentrating n force at 
Trehizond, which is on the southern shore 
of the Black Sen, nnd is an important point 
in the rout between Constantinople anti the 
Georgian and Cancassinn countries Perfect 
understanding exists between the Turkish 
government and the Cancassinn people.” 

‘‘The spirit of patriotism, which would 
seem to have slumbered so long, is at length 
fairly aroused in the breast of the Mussulman: 
nnd should the struggle lake place, the Turk 
will make a much better fight than was ex¬ 
pected of him. 

New York July 17.—The following news 
was brought by the “ Arabia” to this port, in 
a private, letter, which reached U8 to-day, via 
Boston:
